Teamsters Vote 
To Take 9-Cent 
Raise Offered 


One thousand members of Local 
728 of the Teamsters’ Union in the 
Atlanta area have voted over- 
whelmingly to accept a wage in- 
crease of nine cents an hour of- 
fered by truck operators and op- 
erators of motor freight lines here. 
This Brings the base pay, without 
overtime, up to $49.92 a week. 

Other conditions which the 
Union accepted were: Time and 
one-half for all work after nine 
hours; time and one-half for all 
work after 48 hours a week, with 
hours of work running consecu- 
tively, and a guaranteed work 
week of 48 hours. All these condi- 
tions, including the pay increase, 
are retroactive to March 1, 1949. 
Previously, the men had worked 
a 50-hour week. 

The negotiations between the 
truck operators and the Union 
lasted for six weeks. The chair- 
man of the Union Committee was 
Lee Kugel. Agent for the Interna- 
tional Brotherhood of Teamsters, 
Chauffeurs, Warehousemen and 
Helpers of Amerita, and the chair- 
man of the truck operators’ com- 
mittee was John Akers, President 
of the Akers Motor Lines.

A Jewish refugee from Hitler 
Germany who went around the 
world to reach Atlanta, died yes- 
terday in his Tenth Street antique 
shop after only two years in 
America. 


He was Herman Kramarski, of 
1079 Bellview Dr., N. E. 


In.pre-Hitler days Mr. Kramar- 
ski was a German banker. _ But, 
according to his brother Alfred, 
aiso of Atlanta, he fled from Ger- 
many in 1939 “because of the gov- 
ernment.” 

Herman Kramarski, his wife, 
and his brother Alfred, went 
across two continents to Shanghai, 
China. : 

They weren’t free from the Axis 
powers long for the Japs occupied 
Shanghai soon after they arrived. 
The spent the war in Jap occupied 
China. 


Business wasn’t good in China 
after the war, so the globe-trotting 
trio decided to join a cousin in 
America. 

After arriving in San Francisco 
in 1947, they came strainght to 
Atlanta and went into the antique 
business at 219 Tenth St.reet. That 
was where Herman Kramarski, the 
prewar German banker, died yes- 
terday at the age of 46. 

Funeral services will be held at 
3 p. m. today in the chapel of 
Greenbery & Flinn with Rabbi 
Tobias Geffen officiating. Burial 
will be in Greenwood Cemetery.

Our best 
bottom-land fescue, which meas- 
ured 24 inches in height in early 
November, was matted down in

This is more than any other city of 
comparable size in the country with ex- 
ception of Houston, Texas, which had 106 
homicides and other crimes in proportion. 
- Atlanta’s homicide rate, however, 
steadily is being reduced despite growing 
population and the dislocations that inevi- 
tably accompany growth. Last year’s 76 
homicides compares with 91 in 1947 and

Moreover, the great problem here is 
the inclination of the courts and juries 
to minimize the slaying of a Negro by 
Negro.

come the laxity with which courts and 
juries long have regarded the killing of a 
Negro by one of his own race. 

Intelligent Negroes know that the old 
custom of dismissing such crimes as “just 
another nigger killing” is detrimental to 
the law-abiding Negro’s best interests. 
That is why they are assisting the Solici- 
tor and the Police Chief as much as pos- 
sible to accord Negro criminals the same 
justice that is meted out to whites or to 
Negroes who commit crimes. against 
whites. 

The Negro police have helped, too. 
Chief Jenkins’ annual. report shows they 
made over 6,000 arrests in 1948, a large 
number being on charges of carrying con- 
cealed knives and other weapons. 

The FBI report showed crime contin- 
ues to increase nationally. As we have 
said from time to time, it is increasing 
faster in rural areas than in cities. Crime 
in rural areas was up 4.3 percent last year 
over 1947. In cities it was up only .3 of 1 
percent. | 

Twenty-two Georgia cities as a group, 
however, showed a reduction in all classes 
of crime except aggravated assault and 
burglary. The population of these cities 
comprises approximately one-fourth that 
of the entire State.

systems. Take the case of the two gunmen who staged the Wild West holdup of a crack B&O 


train near Martinsburg, W. Va., last week, for example. 


be parolees from an Ohio penal institution. Ed- 
ward J. Allen, Chief of Police at Youngstown, 
Ohio, had this to say about the two men: “We've 
arrested them time and time again, but the 
courts let them off easy. They were paroled every 
time, and then paroled on top of the other 


parole.” 


Fortunately no one was killed in the sensa- 
tional train robbery, but it might easily have 
been otherwise. Desperate men with criminal 
tendencies, armed with guns, are capable of 
inflicting tragic injuries to society. 


Only the other day a former inmate of 
the Federal Penitentiary at Atlanta murdered 
@ man and assaulted his wife in a rural sec- 
tion of Virginia near Washington. The man’s 
record showed that he had been paroled 
after serving only about three years of a 
20-year sentence imposed for a previous 
crime of assault. 


_ Recently another parolee from an institution 
in Washington was apprehended after he had at- 
tempted to assault a young girl. He had been 
sentenced before for a similar offense and given 
his freedom before the expiration of his term. 
The papers of the country are filled with inci- 
dents of the kind. Not all of them, by any 
means, are given national prominence. Most 
of the stories are treated only as local news. 
Too many of the criminals turn out to be pa- 
rolees—men who have been convicted of some 


Both were found after their capture to 


previous crime against society but turned loose, 
for one reason or other, before serving too much 
of their sentence. 


There must be something wrong with our 
parole systems for conditions of this kind to 
be so prevalent. It indicates an inherent weakness 
in our methods of judging criminals—whether 
amd are fit to be returned to society prema- 
urely. 


Here is a wide field to be explored by 
some appropriate congr nal committee. 
We need to restrict the standards by which 
paroles are granted. While the Federal Gov- 
ernment has no authority to prescribe the 
standard for the individual States and coun- 
ties, it nevertheless can set an example. 

It is a subject which should command the 
best brains among the psychiatrists, the psy- 
chologists and experts in criminology. More than 
anything else, parole boards should be divorced 
from all political influence. Certainly there 
should be a way for the experts in these fields 
of human behavior to devise a better system for 
determining whether it is safe to release a 
criminal] before his term is out. 


Congress should call in all of the persons 
who qualify as experts on the subject. An ef: 
fort should be made to draw up a constructive 
program, one that could be applied to Federal 
no less than State penitentiaries. Society too 
often pays the penalty of letting out of our pris- 
ons persons who by their earlier deeds have 
stamped themselves as unfit for freedom.

The Pig . 
In the Poke 


It may not have occurred to the State Legis- 
lature, but-it is the real issue in the referendum 
of April 5. 


At that time the people of Georgia will vote on the referendum, 
which simply says the people do or do not want the Legislature to 
produce about $50,000,000 in extra taxes to provide the greatly 
needéd income for schools for the mentally ill, and so on. 


If the referendum fails—and there is a growing question about 
it—it will fail because the people do not have confidence in what 
they know about legislative proposals to raise the money. 


Certainly I am one of those who want the minimum 
Money foundation provisions applied to our schools. The 
provisions have been made into law. They become applicable 
when and if the Legislature raises the money. 


Therefore, let none say this discussion is contrary to the inter- 
ests of education when I say that there are serious doubts about 
the wisdom of adopting the referendum as proposed, pig-in-a-poke 
that it is. Indeed, the matter has been on my conscience so long 
that I cannot avoid getting it off. We are not concerned with the 
legality of the minimum foundation. It is the law. 


What we are concerned with is how to raise the money. Let’s 
examine it. 


The Legislature generally is believed stacked against 
Increases a sales tax. Many of its members were elected on 


antisales tax platforms. 


The Legislature has proposed the following: 

1. A two-cent increase in cigarette taxes. That would bring 
in somewhere around $4,500,000, maybe a little less, maybe a little 
more. 

2. A one-cent tax on soft drinks. 
$2,000,000. 

3. The really heavy increase among those proposed would be 
in the income taxes. Yet even so, this increase would bring in 
somewhere around $6,000,000 at most. 

4. Another proposal is to increase the cost of gasoline by one 
cent per gallon. That would up the revenue by another approxi- 
mate $5,500,000. 


The total will come to approximately $17,000,000. Let 
Shortage us say it will reach $20,000,000, which it will not. 
The State finance officials estimate the revenue coliections this 
year will be off somewhere between $8,000,000 and $12,000,000. That 
must be subtracted from the $20,000,000, and it leaves $10,000,000. 
The final figure is more likely to be around a net.$7,000,000. That 


isn’t enough to make a start. 


Therefore, with a sales tax out, and the Legislature aiming 
only for increases here and there, it is easy to see that the next 
session of the Legislature, given that undefined authority, will be- 
come one of the most chaotic, lobby-ridden, shakedown-infested 


assemblies in history.

After the Atlantic Pact--What? 


WASHINGTON—The Atlantic Pact’s last dot and comma are 
now in place. But work has not been completed on the Atlantic 
Pact’s Siamese twin, the measure to give the pact meaning by 
helping Western Europe to rearm. Major decisions, including final 
estimates of the first year’s cost, remain to be taken, and must be 
taken very shortly. However, the main outlines of the rearma- 
ment program are now emerging, as a result of endless, hurried 
conferences in the State Department, the Pentagon and Gen. Mont- 
gomery’s Western Union staff headquarters in Paris. 

If—and it is a much bigger if than’ most people realize—the 
Congress approves the program, it will consist of two main phases. 
The first phase is to be completed during the first year after Con- 
gress appropriates the necessary money for the American share. 

This phase is designed to assure the internal security of the 
Western European countries. To this end, 12 existing divisions 
will be re-equipped with modern armaments, including tanks, 
armored cars, artillery, and, above all, good transport. These ex- 
isting divisions are now so poorly equipped that they do not provide 
complete security against Communist disorders, especially since the 
Communists are known to have very large stocks of hidden arms. 


When these divisions are rearmed, and in- 
second Phase ternal security assured, the second phase will 
begin at the start of the second year. This phase, designed to 
provide externa] security, will be much more difficult than the 
first. The aim is to provide sufficient military force so that in 
case of war most or all of Western Europe could be denied to 
the Red Army. In the second year, tentative plans call for eight 
new divisions, for a total of 20, and in the third year 10 more, for 
a total of 30. No detailed planning has been done beyond the third 
year. 

There is one question which has not been answered. How great 
a force is needed to take, and stop, the initia] assault of the Red 
Army in case of war? The strategic planners in the Pentagon and 
on Gen. Montgomery’s staff in Paris are wrestling with this prob- 
lem, and have yet to agree on an answer. 

The question cannot be answered, of course, merely in terms 
of numbers of divisions. All are agreed that the Western European 
force, of however many divisions, must consist of elite troops, and 
must be superbly equipped, with much armor and artillery, a big 
armored reserve, and, above all, unquestioned tactical air superi- 
ority, if it is to hold the vast Red Army until help can arrive. 
Given such troops and equipment, there is some opinion that even 
at the end of the second year, with 20 superior divisions, much of 
Western Europe could be held in case of war. 

Gen. Dwight Eisenhower, who as temporary Chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff has, of course, been occupied with the prob- 
lem, is said to share this opinion. No doubt Eisenhower has in 
mind the primitive supply methods of the Red Army, which he 
saw at first hand. . Other strategic planners place the minimum at 
40 divisions. Obviously, much wil] depend on the great Soviet 
armament effort now under way. Under any circumstances, ex- 
ternal security for Western Europe will not be easily or cheaply 


attained. 
Cost The over-all cost of the program to this country cannot 
possibly be accurately estimated. It will depend largely 
on the degree of European recovery, which will in turn measure 
the Europeans’ ability to help themselves. Final estimates for the 
first year’s cost are still being hammered out. The figure will 
probably be decided very shortly. The best guess is now in the 
neighborhood of.a billion and a half dollars. If the figure falls 
below a billion it can be taken as fairly certain that the policy- 
makers have succumbed to fear of Congress and cut the figure 


| below what will be required to do the job. 


It is important to understand the nature of the job to be done. 
By no stretch of the imagination can the program outlined above 
be considered a preparation for aggression against the Soviet Union. 
No one can be sure whether 20 or 30 or 40 divisions could hold 
the immense Red Army temporarily at bay in case of war. But 
even 40 divisions could not conceivably drive through 500 divisions 
of the Red Army to Moscow and beyond. 

Instead, the intention is to provide, first, that sense of security 
which Western Europe now disastrously lacks,/and second, some 
form of insurance against the day when the Soviet physicists in- 
vent’ their atom bomb. That day will surely come, probably by 
1952, according to the best estimates, with the Soviet bomb being 
produced in effective numbers by 1957. If by that time Western 
Europe is still defenseless, the men in the Kremlin will be faced 
with an almost overpowering temptation. If Western Europe can 
be defended, an uneasy balance of power may at least be possible. 
That is about the best that can be hoped for. 

But with the Congress in its present business-as-usual mood, 
even that hope is beginning to look dim.

A Pair of Georgia Boys in Brazil 


RECIFE, Brazil—It is much ‘farther than it appears on even the largest map 
from Claxton, Georgia, U. S. A., to Recife, Pernambuco, Brazil. Nobody knows this 
like Hogie Smith, a Claxton boy who directs the operations of the Anderson-Clayton 


Cotton Company in all of Northeast Brazil. 
Anderson-Clayton’s Atlanta office. 
and it looked like a good opportunity. 


Hogie came here back in ’34 from 
The firm’s South American interests were 
It was, indeed, but there was many a night 


he wished he were back in Evans County. Hogie didn’t speak Portuguese, for one thing. But they 
sent him into the hinterlands, finding locations and buying land for gins. 


“You pick it up pretty quick when you have 
to,” Hogie says. “In those days I’d go for weeks 
at a time without seeing a soul who understood 
a word of English.” 

Hogie not only had to learn a new lan~tuage, 
but also a new kind of cotton business, operated 
on different principles and financed with a 
strange money. 


One of the strangest things about it is 
that, down here, a lot of the cotton grows on 
trees. Or rather it never gets cold enough 
to kill the stalks and they keep on growing 
and producing for as long as 10 or 15 years 
without replanting. 


“Tree cotton” never gets over six and eight 
feet high, although the trunks of the plant do 
get considerably larger than they ever do back 
in the States. The Brazilians turn their cattle 
into the cotton fields, once it’s picked, and they 
eat all the foliage down to the stalk. You'd 
think there was never a chance of it being alive, 


much less producing again, but after three or four 


' months of rain it begins to sprout and flower. 
| By July, the bolls are ready for picking, just 


as they were the year before. 

“Tree cotton” is mostly short-staple, but along 
the coast they have another variety, Mata Cot- 
ton, which ranges up to an inch and a half and 
is very much in demand. 


Down here, cotton is bought in the seed, 
usually in bags of from 150 to 250 pounds. 
And the bales are not standardized as in the 


States. Some gins produce the 500-pound 
bale familiar to Southerners, but the major- 
ity turn out odd-size packages ranging from 
200 to 350 pounds. These are ustially packed 
less tightly and tied more haphazardly than is 
the custom at home. 


Some years Brazil exports a lot of cotton. 
But when the local crop is short, as currently, 
domestic demand runs the price up so that it can- 
not compete on the world market. The Bra- 
zilian Government has no AAA cotton control 
program, but its high tariff protects Brazilian 
growers from outside competition. Thus, Ander- 
son-Clayton’s current operations are almost en- 
tirely domestic, all business being done in> cru- 
zeiros. 


Hogie’s chief assistant is another Geor- 
gian, Claude Brinson, of Egypt. In addition, 
there is Kenneth Ludwig, of Houston, Texas. 
But these three are the only Americans of 
Anderson-Clayton’s several hundred em- 
Ployees in the States of Pernambuco, Piaui, 
Alagoas and Paraiba. 


After 15 years, Hogie has become fairly well 
acclimated. He goes home for three months 


‘ every two years and is usually ready enough 


to return to his beautiful home on the beach in 
Recife. 

“I only really get homesick for Georgia once 

a year, along about the opening of bird season,” 

a says. “There’s not a single quail in all of 
razil.”

mate of Frank Pace, Jr., Director of the Budget. 


But, for the especially timid, there is an 

excellent case in the thoroughly docu- 
mented report submitted by Budget Direc- 
tor Pace to Rep. John Carroll, Democrat, 
Colorado, and filed with the Rules Com- 
mittee. This offers as the more fair, rea- 
sonable and economic way of meeting this 
proBlem the administration bill to expand 
Social Security coverage and to increase its 
benefits, in which veterans are included 
with other citizens. This over-all national 
measure now is being considered by the 
House Ways and Means Committee and vet- 
erans would better direct their attention to 
what goes on in that committee than to the 
ill-conceived will-o’-the-wisp dangled before 
them by the Mississippi Congressman in his 
vendetta against the Truman administra- 
tion. 
Im his report, Mr. Pace holds that the pri- 
mary obligation is to service-disabled veterans 
and their families and to the dependents of vet- 
erans who died in the war or from service 
causes, and he cites the very liberal benefits 
these are now receiving from their government 
by various acts of Congress. 


As for other veterans, he shows how in most 
cases they will receive as generous treatment 
under the expanded Social Security program in 
the way of old-age pensions, temporary or per- 
manent disability insurance, and benefits for 
widows and children as in the Rankin bill. In 
some cases such benefits would be more substan- 
tial; in others, somewhat less. 


He explained how special treatment for vet- 
erans was necessary in the past, since there were 


: 
: 


not then, as there are now, all sorts of govern- 
ment programs, including Social Security, in 
which the veterans share along with everybody 
else. Veterans of the two World Wars are eli- 
gible for all these benefits under present pro- 
grams and the contemplated Social Security ex- 
pansion. 

He also pointed out that costs of the Social 
Security insurance program are paid by its 
beneficiaries, either as contributors or as tax- 
payers, while the costs of the Rankin bill would 
be borne by all taxpayers for the benéfit only 
of veterans and their dependents. The heaviest 
cost of the Rankin bill also would fali on the 
Treasury at the same time that it would be 
called upon to pay out of trust accounts, and to 
some extent general revenues, the heaviest out- 
lays under old-age and survivors insurance. 

Under present veterans compensation laws 
most veterans of 65 or over who are in need 
can qualify now for a pension of $72 a month, 
the Budget Director showed, while under the 
expanded Social Security program the vast ma- 
jority of veterans reaching the age of 65 will 
have been employed sufficiently long to receive 
benefits that compare favorably with those un- 
der the Rankin measure. Veterans also would 
be covered under the temporary and permanent 
disability insurance proposed in the pending 
Social Security expansion biil, along with non- 
veterans. 


As for widows and orphans of veterans, 
their benefits in most cases would be more 
generous under Social Security than under 
the Mississippian’s bill, and they would, 
furthermore, be paid as insurance without 
regard to income limitations fixed in the 
Rankin measure. 


In concluding, Budget Director Pace said, “It 
is not possible to justify a commitment now to 
pay out of general tax receipts more than. $125,- 
000,000,000 for veterans’ pensions in the next 50 
years, and many additional billions thereafter, 
when we have before Congress a program that 
will meet the same needs on a broader basis.”

_ The Case for a Constitutional Convention 


Gov. Dewey unwittingly stated the case for a constitutional convention when he said recently that 
the people of the United States intended that their Government, meaning the general management 


of this Union of Sovereign States, should be more than a cold, impartial umpire. 


He did not in- 


tend to recommend a constitutional convention, but he nevertheless pointed out the need of such 


a general political and philosophical stock-taking. 


Our Constitution is, roughly, 150 years old; 
it has been amended from time to time, in some 
cases unwisely. The Eighteenth Amendment was 
awful, whatever may be said against the traffic 
in liquor. Ironically, the Eighteenth Amendment 
came from the Southern States which now are 
the core of the States’ Rights Party and move- 
ment. It forbade a citizen of the State of New 
York to drink liquor because the people of South 
Carolina, for example, thought he shouldn’t. The 
people of South Carolina couldn’t cross State 
lines to impose their prejudice on the people of 
New York, so they got the Government of the 
combined or, as we say, the United States, to 
try to do it for them. 

The immediate result was a great deal of 
crime and the eventual result was a serious de- 
feat for the Consiitution. 
efficiently and angrily that the States finally got 
sick of the whole business and abandoned the 
experiment. The Thirteenth, Fourteenth and 
Fifteenth Amendments were adopted as punish- 
ments of Southern States and persons and were 

ut through by fraud in packed and spurious 
egislatures in some of the defeated Southern 
States. For this latter reason alone they are 
illegitimate but they have antiquity and accept- 
ance limited in scope to recommend them.

If it is a wise course today to insist that 
foreign applicants for citizenship shall be 
able to read and write and do little arith- 
metic, so that they may escape the penalties 
for unintentional violation of the income tax 
amendment, and for other reasons, it was im- 
portant in 1868 to go carefully in abruptly 
bestowing citizenship on a whole mass of 
- filiterates. 


Not only Mr. Dewey but apparently most of 
the Republican membership appear to be willing 
that the Government, or general management of 
this Union of States, should have powers which 
plainly never have been conferred on it by any 
affirmative act. The power to attach a portion 
of the individual’s earnings in the process known 
as the withholding tax is a case in point. The 
Federal Government wanted a portion of the 
workers’ money as income tax and the admin- 
istration realized that most of it would sift away 
if the employers were allowed to pay it to the 
workers. Once they got their hands on it they 


would squander it or hide it and the tax col- 


lector would be fooled. 


There was a minute precedent for this 
trick in the social security withholding tax, 
but that, too, had been illegal. Actually, if 
you owe the Government money and you 
refuse to pay, the Government should go 
after you, individually. That is the Govern- 
ment’s job. There are plenty of laws by 
which it can collect if the debtor has any 
money. | 


It was violated so . 


Maybe that is what the people of. the several 
States want. But they have not saki so and the 
Constitution certainly gives nobody any reason 
to argue that this ever was intended. 

That would be an appropriate topic for a 
constitutional convention, 

Another would be the question whether the 
President, or general] manager of the Union of 
States, should have the power to make treaties 
as Roosevelt did at Teheran and Yalta. Those 
were terrible violations of the present Consti- 
tution and his waging of war against Germany 
without a constitutional declaration of war was 
another. 

There is a proposed amendment to the Consti- 
tution drifting around sgmewhere which limit 
the income tax to 25 percent. Years ago during 
the original debates and subsequent court con- 
tests on the income tax, some of the pleaders 
warned that the time might come when:the Gov- 
ernment would demand as much as 40 percent, 
an unthinkable amount then, or even 100 per- 
cent, a fantastic proposal. The defenders of the 
tax said these suggestions were deliberately ex- 
aggerated and should be ignored. 

They were ignored and the tax was ratified 
and accepted by the people on the understanding 
that the rate would be trifling. Now a 40 per- 
cent tax is common and the high brackets actu- 
ally exceed 90 percent. In certain combinations 

' eirevmstances, taxes have exce- ° “90 per- 
cent. In England the rates frankly do exceed 


100 percent with the avowed purpose of forcing | 


the owners of securities to sell them and to make 
them poor. The purpose of our tax was to raise 
money. That has been forgotten. Now the pur- 
pose is to prevent some people from getting rich, 
from having too much fun.

It was Robert Piquet’s Spring showing. Piquet}is the Swiss 
neutral who resisted the German appeal to bring his salon of high 
fashion to Berlin during the war, by leading his Nazi visitors to 
the window and looking out on the broad Champs ‘Elysees and 
saying quietly: “Look. I could not work unless I could see it.” 

The fashion editors ahd the American buyers have come and 
gone, and now the French “dressmakers,” as they are called here, 
are inviting their customers to come and see their collections. 
They are down to their bread and butter business, and each chair 
at each showing is marked clearly with the name of the occupant. 


The women who come now are those who have ordered gowns 
at some time or another at the house involved, for in France no 
well-dressed woman buys her wardrobe off a rack. Each garment 
is made especially for her. 


Yet the audience seemed unprepossessing to me, from Ameri- 
can standards. It was snowing outside, and they were bundled 
up in furs that would never be considered distinguished at home. 
There was much skunk . . . a fur that came in a few years ago 
on the backs of women not too elegant, and stayed to become the 
choice of the more selective, some cumbersome raccoon, some red 
fox, and some indiscriminate wraps that might have been broken 
out just because the wea was better for sneezes than scenes. 


More Concave Than New York's

Piquet’s collection looked.very Winterish to one who left At- 
lanta two weeks ago when most of the azaleas had begun to pop 
out and Spring hats already had begun to be common. 

There were many dresses in worsted with loose jackets over 
them, and coats in heavy and warm woolens. Some of the coats 
had elbow-length sleeves, but mainly they looked like they were 
designed to keep the wearer warm. My favorite one was a gray 
woolen with a rolled cullar that traveled back under each arm 
to make a point in the center back, like a wing. It looked any- 
thing but dressmakerish, as we know the word. 

Stoles and scarfs did interesting things. Some of them origi- 
nated in the center back of the waist and formed one-sided dra- 
peries, and several began at the hemline, came up to the hip 
bone, and traveled down on the other side.

His evening clothes for evening were gala, and formal, 
and the cocktail or theater costumes were skirt length, strapless 
and beaded and generally very decorative, with a jacket to cover 
it all up at the proper moment.

The Georgia nurses indorsed 
Miss Connor’s appraisal of the 
situation, and said the addition of 
more professional instruction in 
nursing schools here would attract 
more student nurses to meet the 
acute shortage.

In playing slam hands players 
are very frequently seized with 
a panicky feeling, which can be 
allayed only by the drawing of 
trumps. It seems a strange way 
to derive comfort. This tend- 
ency to accelerate the extrac-’ 
tion of trumps is in large part 
due to the efforts of the old- 
fashioned slogan mongers of 
bridge. These people frightened 
the unschooled into believing 
that a career of vagrancy -await- 
ed those who permitted any 
trumps to remain at large. 


There are at least two cases 
when the premature drawing of 
trumps is ‘fatal. One is where 
declarer has some losers that 
can be ruffed in dummy and. the 
other is where the trumps will 
be needed later in the play as 
means of entering one hand or 
the other. Today’s hand provid- 
ed an example of the latter. 


‘The bidding was very sound. 
Note..that.South.did not make 
the,amistake of starting with a 
pre-emptive bid merely because 
he had extraordinary length of 
suit. It is highly improper to 
pre-emipt with any hand that 
contains the high card require- 
ments for an opening bid. 
South’s second round jump to 
four hearts, it will be noted, is 
not a “shut-out” bid, but de- 
notes very great strength. 


Perhaps it is well to point out 
that there is no such thing as a 
“shut-out” rebid. This is a logi- 
cal conclusion. A player who 
has opened the bidding with one 
of a suit is not in a position to 
make a:subsequent denial of 
honor strength. So that after 
the bidding has developed, the 
more you bid the more you have. 

‘North having better than an 
opening bid facing a partner 
who had opened and jumped 
recognized the slam potential- 
ities and quite properly issued 
the invitation. He felt that if 
partner could avoid the loss of 
two spade tricks, 12 tricks were 
within reach, South, holding sec- 
ond round control of spades, ac- 
cepted the invitation. 

The 10 of clubs was opened 
and won with the king. With 
the nervousness that typifies so 
many players who have reached 
a slam contract, declarer drew 
just one trump and by that act 
sealed his own doom. He now 
lacked the entries to bring in 
the club suit and was obliged to 
lose two spade tricks. The prop- 
er procedure was to lead a small 
club at trick two and ruff with 
the king of trumps. This in an 
extravagance that South can 
well afford since there are only 
two trumps oustanding. The 
queer of trumps is then led and 
dummy entered with the ace. 
Trumps are now out and the 
king and another club estab- 
lishes that suit and the nine of 
trumps is still there for entry. 
Note that this line of play pro- 
vides the declarer with com- 
plete safety against an adverse 
ruff. . 
Sometimes it pays to think 

twice before drawing trumps.
